The blaze occurred early Monday 
morning and was disastrous to the 
building, the contents of 
which were a complete loss. Burn-

The alarm was sounded at 5:40. 
Chief Jahn’s firemen arrived at 
the plant within a few 
minutes, 
followed by the 
Seagraves and 
General fire trucks. The Seagraves 
truck was connected to the fire hy­ 
drant at the northeast corner of j 
the building, adjacent to the rail­ 
road. One lead of hose was taken 
over the roof of the * one story 
structure to a window on the sec­ 
ond floor. Workmen, reporting for 
duty, opened the windows and aid-1 
ed the firemen 
in pointing out 
shortest possible distances to the

Meeting the demands for larger 
armed forces the speed-up in the 
selective service machinery is re­ 
flected in Cook county district one. 
The third call for February was is­ 
sued last week and will be answer­ 
ed this w eek-end by a small group. 
While those who registered for the 
first time last week are guessing 
how soon they will bt called, the 
registrants of the original regis­ 
tration are being combed over by 
the local board who are now re­ 
quired to measure the qualifica­ 
tions of the men by newr rules. 
With 2800 on the call list, the 
draft board has reached into the 
2600, not far from the end. The 
reclassification has brought for­ 
ward into I-A many w'ho were or­ 
iginally in the deferred list. 
Examinations of these men are 
going forward speedily. Their ex­ 
aminations by local doctors is be­ 
ing made several 
evenings each 
week. Members of the draft board 
who meet Monday and Friday ev­ 
enings to consider 
appeals 
find 
that their duties require longer 
hours, and 12, 1:00 and even 2:00 
a. rn. are not unusual for them to 
depart for their homes. 
Voluntary enlistments are bar­ 
red to all except those who qualify 
for the air corps. All others must 
w'ait for the regular call. 
The press and radio state that 
the drawing for the last registra­ 
tion will be made March 17. As 
soon as possible after that day the 
local board will affix the call num­ 
bers to the registration cards. Un­ 
til that time registrants are re­ 
quested not to make inquiries re­ 
garding individual numbers but to 
wait until they are published. 
Following the drawing in Wash­ 
ington, this paper will publish the 
fir^t hundred names on the list. Ad­ 
ditional names will not be pub­ 
lished until the draft board has 
completed its work.

Palatine speaker 
assures crowd oi 
Chinese morale 


Two million seasoned Chinese 
troops are available for warfare 
outside of China and can be used 
anywhere that best suits the allied 
high command. 
With 
American, 
British 
and 
Dutch air forces and American, 
British and Duth navies, combined 
with the man power of China, Ja­ 
pan can be defeated. 
Such was the message brought 
to a good sized Palatine audience 
Thursday night by 
Mr. A. C. 
Wang, chancellor of the Chicago 
office of the Consulate General of 
the republic of China, who spoke 
at a public meeting sponsored by 
the Palatine Lions dub. 
Mr. Wang who has 
been in 
America only three years and who 
wTas educated in China, 
gave a 
vivid picture of the situation in 
the far east. 
He said that the people of China 
had no hate for the people of Ja­ 
pan and that w hen he spoke of the 
Axis powers he was referring to 
the militarists, that the people 
of those nations had been victim­ 
ized by them the same as the oth­ 
er peoples of the world had been. 
He said that the Japs boasted 
that China would be beaten to her 
knees in four months, but that the 
wrar had now been going on for 
nearly five years and that the Jap 
“blitzkreig” and surprises had fail­ 
ed to break the morale of the 
Chinese Army or the Chinese peo­ 
ple and that the Chinese army was 
now taking the offensive against 
the enemy who were becoming de­ 
moralized because 
of their long 
and unsuccessful war against a 
people who refused to be beaten. 
The speaker told of the desper- 
• ate defense of Shanghai, where 66 
attempted landings by the Japs 
were beaten off before the Chinese 
finally withdrew’ from the city. 
Four highlights of the actions 
of the aggressor nations, said the 
speaker, were the Japanese inva­ 
sion of China in 1931 and again in 
I 1937, the German invasion of Po­ 
land in 1939 and the Jap attack on 
Pearl Harbor on Dec. 7, 1941. 
rFhe black guard Axis have wolf 
the first round of the fight, Mr. 
Wang told his audience, and to win 
the war they must win it in a hur­ 
ry — the longer the war lasts the 
more certain is victory for the al­ 
lied nations. 
The outcome 
of the wrar will 
mean the victory of democracy or 
a world dominated by Nazism, the 
speaker asserted. 
Mr. Wang revealed that the pos­ 
sible loss of the Burma rd. would 
not cripple China, as she has sup­ 
plies stored up that w'ould enable 
her armies to start an offensive 
action on all fronts even with the 
Burma road shut off. 
A new road to China from India 
is three quarters complete he said 
and China did not expect to be 
bottled up. 
A victory for the allied nations 
would insure a wrorld free barbaric 
terrorism for all time to come, and 
in the bringing about such a vic­ 
tory the vast man power of China 
was anxious and willing to play 
its part. 
Following his talk, Mr. Wang 
answered questions from the audi­ 
ence and the crowd felt that it had 
spent a very profitable evening and 
had gained a far clearer idea of 
conditions in the far east.

It is estimated that such a plant 
as the Pet Milk company wrould 
build to take care of its bottling 
for his area would cost over $25,- 
000. Company officials state that 
between 30 and 50 men would be 
employed.

would like to begin construction of 
the plant as soon as possible, so if 
the company maintains its interest 
in building in Park Ridge, things 
will move swiftly to get legal ar­ 
rangements in order. 
It was pointed out at council 
meeting that the plant would in­ 
crease the value of taxable prop­ 
erty as wrell as remove the present 
eye-sore which exists at the pro­ 
posed site. 
About 20 trucks would operate 
out of the city if the project goes 
through, it is believed.

YOUR 
INCOME TAX 


Taxes due on a return filed for 
the calendar year 1941 may be paid 
in full at the time of the filing of 
the return on or before March 16, 
1942. The tax may, at the option 
of the taxpayer, be paid in four 
equal installments instead of in a 
single payment, in which case the 
first installment is to be paid on or 
before March 16, the second on or 
before June 15, the third on or be­ 
fore September 15, and the fourth 
on or before December 15, 1942. 
If the taxpayer elects to pay his 
tax in four installments, each of 
the four installments 
must be 
equal in amount, but any install­ 
ment may be paid, at the election 
of the taxpayer, prior to the time 
prescribed for its payment. If an

The tax must be paid to the!

the district in which the taxpayer’s 
return is required to be filed, that \ 
is, to the collector for the district 
in which is located the taxpayer’s 
legal residence or principal place! 
of business, or if he has no legal 
residence or

place of 
business in the United States, then 
to the Collector of Internal Rev-! 
j enue at Baltimore, Maryland. 


The tax due. if any, should bel 
paid in cash at the collector’s of­ 
fice, or by check or money order 
payable to “Collector of Internal 
Revenue.” In the case of payment 
in cash, the taxpayer should in ev­ 
ery instance require and the col­ 
lector should furnish a receipt. In 
the case of payments 
made by 
check or money order, however, 
the cancelled check or the money 
order receipt is usually a sufficient 
receipt.

In between w’ere 
Melvin Vogt, leading scorer, stand­ 
ing five feet nine, Jack Kunze, five 
feet five; and Harvey Oltendorf, 
five feet nine. 
First string subs,

were the big boys of the squad 
but both were heavy and not tall. 


The Palatine lightweights out­ 
played six foot teams with their 
clever passing and good ball hand­ 
ling. 
They played their best ball 
against the best teams and when

Barrington, Bensenville and Niles, 
they hit the
